Russia's steamroller offensive lunged on across the middle 
Don steppes today and battered at the gates of another “ big 
populated place” — perhaps Millerovo or Kamensk — after 
seizing the key German-held rail center of Kotelnikovski, 90 
railes southwest o f Stalingrad. 
A lready hemmed on three sides, with Soviet troops only 
two miles aw ay a t the nearest point, Millerovo lies 120 miles 
north of Rostov. Kamensk is 40 miles south o f Millerovo. 
London military quarters said the fall of Kotelnikovski. the first 
big prize of the Russian winter offensive, virtually seals the 
doom of 
22 German divisions trapped before Stalingrad. 
“The capture is 
a most significant success which even the Ger­ 
mans will not be able to hide,” these quarters said. 
German Field Headquarters Ignore Setback 
German field headquarters, ignoring the fall of Kotelnikovski. re­ 
ported tersely that the Russians have suffered heavy casualties — but 
gave no figures — on continuing attacks on the Stalingrad and Don 
river fronts. 
With Kotelnikovski in Russian hands and Millerovo engulfed, the 
next major Soviet objective apparently is Rostov. Its capture would 
cut off the land escape route of perhaps 1,000,000 German troops in 
southern Russia. 
Other Soviet columns striking due west were reported less than 
130 miles from the great. Ukraine steel city of Kharkov. 
Captured after bloody fighting in which 6.360 Axis troops were kill­ 
ed and 2,770 captured in 24 hours, Kotelnikovski had served as a main 
base of supplies for the German siege armies before Stalingrad.

The plight of these Nazi forces. 
originally estimated at more than 
I 300.000 troops, was emphasized by

that 32 transport planes 
were de- 
■ stroyed Monday in the Stalingrad 
I area as the Germans desperately 
attempted to supply and reinforce 
their beleaguered units by air. 
Reds Occupy Several Villages 
Along with the surprisingly swift 
fall of Kotelnikovski. 
Red army 
headquarters declared frantic ef­ 
forts to stem the Russian tide on 
the middle Don steppes by throw­ 
ing in m asses of reserves had been 
frustrated. 
Red army headquarters announc­ 
ed still further successes in the 
Stalingrad vicinity.

put the Russians in full possession 
of 113 miles of rail between that 
city and Stalingrad.

are doing their patriotic duty in 
the armed serices.” 
The investigators c o n c l u d e d 
that: 
1.—The sale of 3.2 beer in army 
camps is a healthy aud sensible 
arrangement. The fact that there 
is 
vastly 
less 
drinking 
among 
soldiers in this war than in tho 
last may stem in part from this 
§ sale of beer in camps. In the last : 
war camps were bone dry- As a re- j

bootleggers did

business. 
2.—No American army in all his­ 
tory has been so orderly. 
Coffee, milk, malted 
milk and 
bottled soft drinks are the best 
selling 
beverages 
around 
army 
camps, the investigators found. 
"Experienced commanding offic­ 
ers all over the country agreed 
that considerably more than half 
of the troops under them drink 
nothing 
stronger 
than 
beer 
by 
choice and that many even abstain 
from beer.” the report said.

In 
his 
sleep a t his West End home Tues­ 
day night. He had been ill for 
some time. 
Henderson was ambassador to 
Berlin through the Munich crisis 
and a t the time of the outbreak of 
the war with Germany. 
Henderson described those fate­ 
ful days In a book, “Failure Of A 
Mission." published In 1940. 
Since 1941 
he had been 
a group 
commander, 
or colonel, in 
the 
home guard. 
He was 60 years old. 
Henderson 
declared 
In 
Febru 
ary, 1941. that "when Hitler has 
nothing more to offer the Ger­ 
mans, when 
fie realizes he 
has 
been cheating them, he will crack 
and scuttle himself.” 
During hts 
m ission 
to 
Berlin 
Henderson Strove to bring about 
friendship and understanding be­ 
tween Britain and Germany. 
"Guarantee us peace and peace­ 
ful evolution in Europe and Ger­ 
many will find she has no more 
sincere and I believe more useful 
friend In the ,world than Britain,” 
he said in Berlin in 1937. 
In the September, 1938, Munich 
oriels b e w as criticized and de­ 
fended alike for the role he played 
in Prim e Minister Chamberlain's 
appeasem ent

Ohio poured into the streams, sending them over their banks through­ 
out the district and creating the first hlghwater em ergency since 1938 
and only second to the disastrous flood of 1936, when the river ex­ 
ceeded 51 feet here.

The flood promised the flint test for W ellsville’* two big dike* 
and officials there kept pumps running all night and gathered crews 
to erect the gate* In the main wall In the northeast end aa the water 
rose steadily onto Well* ave.

N N ew York S tate, age b rack ets for service In th e 
nation al g u ard run from 17 to 18 years. J u s t be­ 
fore qu ittin g office fo rm er Gov. L ehm an low ered th e 
age lim it from 18 years, the idea being to provide 
17-year-olds wRh an o p p o rtu n ity to enjoy a y ear's 
experience in the g uard prior to induction in th e 
federal forces. 
T his m ak es sense. It is a plan th a t well m ig h t 
be followed by o th e r states. It is in line w ith m y 
suggestion th a t som e p relim in ary m ilita ry tra in in g 
of boys app roaching 18 would lessen th eir h a rd sh ip s 
on en tering th e reg u lar arm y. It is an ap p ro ach to 
th at natio n w ide m ilitary tra in in g of all o u r y o u t j 
th a t se em s in ev itab le and will do aw a y w ith th e 
confusion of suddenly raisin g a g re a t a rm y in th e 
future. 
T h e guard train in g will give the y o u n g ste rs poise 
and confidence and a know ledge of w hat it is all 
about, so th a t when they e n te r th e reg u lar a rm y 
they will not be aw kw ard, raw recruits, but. fairly 
w ell-trained soldiers. T hey wiil be spared a lot of 
p relim in ary grief and will save the a rm y in stru c to rs 
considerab le tim e.

F C O U R SE then* is no thought am o n g a u th o ri­ 
ties of th e a rm y o r nav y of e v e r ask in g th e 
d ra ft o f boys u n d e r IS years, d espite som e alarm ists. 
B ut th e interv al betw een 17 and 18 is brief and a 
boy w ho gets a few m o n th s of train in g at 17 is 
likely to be than k fu l for it a little later on w hen 
h e looks an a rm y non-com in the eye 
T his m igh t be the m om ent for the federal g o v ern ­ 
m en t to take ad v a n ta g e of the m ach in ery already 
set up by v arious state g u ard s and fully utilize the 
m an p o w er not likely to he called up. T his could he 
done v ery easily by a limited f**deralization of the 
guards, broken u p into tw o divisions, one to give 
th e 17-year-olds the 12-month train in g in the guards, 
the o th e r to d ra ft over-age m en (38 to 44) into th e 
g uards.
